At the suggestion of Mr. Colliton, I have secured keys 
for the old fashioned locks on the two doors at the foot 
of the central stairs of the Library so that a key is 
necessary to open either door from either side.

I furnished the librarian with three keys for the 
door which faces the staircase and kept one of them for 
use by civil defense personnel in case of emergency.

I have four 
keys for the door which goes into the civil defense office 
from the staircase and I think the Library should have one 
of these but it should be available only to a few people in 
case of emergency.
